Dr. E. Stanley Jones in the clos­ 
ing chapter of his book “The Christ 
of Every Road” has uttered words 
which every Christian man and 
woman 
should 
read. 
Dr. 
Jones 
says: 
“I 
have 
watched 
upstanding 
young people come to the East out 
of our universities with a fine so­ 
cial passion and a wonderful hu­ 
man touch. 
They really did want 
to serve. 
Then as difficulties and 
discouragement closed in on them 
I have watched that social passion 
grow faint, that humanism grow 
sour and cynical, that 
desire 
to 
serve wither, and they have gone 
home again wandering if it were 
worth while. 
“ The reason for this lies in .the 
fact that there was not sufficient 
inward personal realization of the 
Spirit’s resources to sustain the so­ 
cial passion, the human touch, and 
the desire to serve. 
They tried to 
love the implications of Pentecost 
without the power of 
Pentecost. 
The Sermon on the Mount is beau­ 
tiful—with Pentecost; without it, 
it is paralyzing.” 
Dr. Jones then shows us the oth­ 
er side, in these words; 
“On the contrary, I have watch­ 
ed men and women consistently and 
continuously stay bv their tasks 
through thick and thin anil keep 
an 
undiscouraged 
and 
unsoured 
spirit, and unquenchable hope, a 
faith in God and in people, and the 
secret has always been that they 
have lived upon resources not their 
ow n, They have found an adequate 
dynamic in th** living presence of 
the Spirit.” 
In one of Dr. Jones* Round Table 
conferences a Chinese teach.el told 
his experience. 
He said: 
“Smile time ago I wrote out in 
m\ New Testament what faith was 
meaning to me. At the top I wrote, 
‘It works!’ -Under that I wrote. 
I ‘You ask 'me for this, that, or oili­ 
er .definitions or explanations and 
I may not be able to give it, out 
it works. 
I put my faith under 
sorrow, and it learns to sing; under 
life. and it learns to live. Thank 
(oh! it works!” 
Dr. Jones closes this wonderful 
chaptei with these words: 
“ We are on the verge o f some­ 
thing big. 
But we en not capture 
these latent yearnings for Christ 
unless Christ captures 
us. more 
co m p letely . 
Materialism arni inei- 
tia will clo se in on these spiritual 
yearnings and smother them. un.
